Constitution  of  Northwestern  State  College 

Alumni  Association  As  It  Is  Now 

Written  and  Amended 

(Preliminaries  for  application  of  Charter  omitted  to  save  space.) 

Article  I.  The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  corporation  is  hereby 
declared  and  specified  to  be:  NORTHWESTERN  STATE  COLLEGE 
OF  LOUISIANA  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION,  and  under  its  said  cor- 
porate name  it  shall  have  existence  and  continue  to  exist  for  a  period 
of  ninety-nine  (99)  years  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  and  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  contract,  sue,  and  be  sued,  to  make  and 
use  a  corporate  seal  and  the  same  to  break  and  alter  at  pleasure;  to 
hold,  receive,  lease,  purchase  and  convey,  under  its  corporate  name, 
as  well  as  mortgage  and  hypothecate  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed;  to  name  and  appoint  such  managers  and  directors,  officers 
and  agents,  as  the  interest  and  convenience  of  said  corporation  may 
require,  and  to  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations 
for  the  proper  conduct  and  management  of  its  business  and  affairs, 
and  the  same  to  change  and  alter  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  and 
perform  all  acts  and  things  necessary  for  its  support  and  management. 

Article  II.  The  domicile  of  said  corporation  is  hereby  fixed  and 
declared  to  be:  The  City  of  Natchitoches,  in  the  Parish  of  Natchitoches 
in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  all  citation  and  other  processes  shall  be 
served  upon  the  President  thereof,  or  in  his  absence,  upon  the  Vice- 
President,  or  in  the  absence  of  both  said  officers,  upon  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Article  III.  The  objects  and  purposes  for  which  this  corporation 
is  established  are  declared  to  be  to  advance  and  strengthen  the  tie  of 
affection  and  esteem  formed  in  school  days,  and  by  organized  effort 
to  further  the  interest  and  improvement  of  Northwestern  State  College 
of  Louisiana,  and  to  found  scholarships  and  other  means  of  encourag- 
ing education,  and  to  establish,  maintain,  and  administer  loan  funds 
for  the  assistance  of  worthy  students  of  Northwestern  State  College  of 
Louisiana,  and  in  all  and  any  ways  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
students  and  alumni  of  said  school;  and  to  solicit,  receive,  and  use 
subscriptions  and  contributions  for  the  promotion  of  all  these  ends, 
provided  that  said  corporation  shall  not  hold  property  to  exceed 
$300,000.00  in  value. 

Article  IV.  Membership.  The  members  of  this  association  shall 
be  of  two  classes,  regular  and  life  members. 

(a)  The  regular  membership  shall  consist  of  all  whose  names  are 
now  on  the  Roll  of  Graduates  of  NORTHWESTERN  STATE  COL- 
LEGE and  all  those  whose  names  shall  hereafter  be  added  to  that 
roll  upon  payment  in  advance  of  the  annual  dues  of  One  Dollar 
($1.00). 

(b)  The  life  membership  shall  consist  of  any  of  the  regular  mem- 
bers who  shall  have  paid  at  least  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  to 
the  corporation  as  a  life  membership  fee. 

Article  V.  Section  1.  All  powers  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors  to  be  composed  of  eight  members,  of 
which  board  the  President,  Vice-President,  and  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  be  ex-officio  members. 

Section  2.  The  President,  Vice-President,  and  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  said  corpora- 
tion for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  the  four  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  elected  by  the  general  membership  at  the  meeting  at  which 
this  charter  is  adopted  shall  serve  in  the  following  manner:  one  for 
one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four 
years;  one  new  member  elected  annually  thereafter.  In  addition,  a 
member  of  the  Senior  Class,  elected  by  the  Junior  Class  (incoming 
Senior  Class)  shall  serve  for  one  year. 

Section  3.  That,  while  all  the  powers  of  this  corporation  are  here- 
by vested  in  the  Board  of  Directors,  said  board  shall  be  governed  by 
any  resolution  or  instruction  passed  at  any  meeting  of  the  mem^.)ership 
of  said  corporation,  and  said  Board  of  Directors,  upon  the  adoption 
of  any  such  resolution  or  instruction  shall  receive  a  copy  of  the  same, 
and  the  same  shall  be  written  into  the  minutes  of  the  corporation  for 
the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  The  general  meeting  of  said  association  shall  adopt  any 
and  all  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
support  and  management  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  said  general  meeting  or  meetings  alone  shall  have  the  power 
to  alter  or  amend  such  by-laws  or  rules  and  regulations  by  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  such  general  meeting  or  meetings.

Article  I.  No  changes  other 
than  change  of  name  of  institu- 
tion, a  change  which  has  already 
been  effected.

Article  III.  Delete  the  last 
statement  of  article,  which  reads: 
"Provided  that  said  corporation 
shall  not  hold  property  to  exceed 
.'ft300,000.00  in  value." 

Article  IV.    Section  1 

(a)  The  regular  membership 
shall  consist  of  all  tliose  whose 
names  are  now  on  the  Roll  of 
Graduates  of  Northwestern  State 
College  of  Louisiana  (successor  to 
Louisiana  State  Normal  School 
and  Louisiana  State  Normal  Col- 
lege) and  all  whose  names  shall 
hereafter  be  added  to  that  Roll, 
and  all  those  who  have  attended 
this  institution  as  bona  fide  stu- 
dents, and  the  member  of  the  Sen- 
ior Class  who  shall  have  been  elect- 
ed on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Association. 

(b)  The  life  membership  shall 
consist  of  any  of  the  regular  mem- 
bers who  shall  pay  the  life  mem- 
bership dues  as  provided  for  in 
the  By-Laws.

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Spring  Sports 
Disastrous  To 
Demon  Teams 


Spring  sports  have  proved  dis- 
astrous to  Northwestern  State  this 
season.  The  climax  to  a  series  of 
near  wins  and  heart-breaking  de- 
teats  was  the  loss  of  the  LIC  track 
and  field  championsliip  to  South- 
western Saturday,  May  8,  at 
Demon  Stadium,  by  a  score  of  48 
to    17. 

Probably  the  most  dramatic 
climax  of  any  LIC  meet  was  wit- 
nessed by  the  large  crowd  which 
saw  Ray  Booth,  of  Louisiana  Tech, 
throw  the  javelin  178  feet  10 
inches  on  his  final  toss  to  outdis- 
tance two  Demon  trackmen,  and 
to  deliver  the  championship  to 
Southwestern. 

Going  into  this  final  event 
Northwestern  State  trailed  South- 
western 48  to  42.  A  first  place  in 
the  javelin  event  combined  with 
a  second  or  third  spot  would  have 
done  the  trick.  When  the  Bulldogs 
failed  to  qualify  an  entrant  in  the 
event,  it  seemed  as  if  the  Demons 
might  repeat  as  champions.  Indi- 
cations were  especially  good  when 
both  Frank  Lampkin  and  Purvis 
Landry,  the  two  Demons,  tossed 
the  spear  farther  than  the  other 
contestants.  Booth's  final  toss  did 
the  trick,  however,  and  the  Demons 
were  losers  by  a  single  point. 

The  previous  day  the  Demon 
golf  team  lost  to  Southwestern's 
linksmen  by  5  strokes  out  of  a 
total  of  almost  700.  The  score  was 
678  to  683.  Sam  Antony,  of  the 
Demons,  was  medalist  with  a  low 
score  of  150  for  36  holes. 

In  tennis,  Chris  Caver  and  Ralph 
Edwards  advanced  to  the  finals  in 
the  LIC  tourney  at  Pineville  be- 
fore meeting  defeat.  Caver  was  de- 
feated 6-1,  6-4  by  Harold  Buck- 
master,  of  SLI.  Caver  and  Ed- 
wards lost  to  Jimmy  Cheneval  and 
Rov  Craft,  of  Louisiana  Tech.  6-4, 
6-3'. 

Tlie  baseball  team  in  recent 
games  lost  two  to  Southwestern, 
4-1  and  5-4,  and  a  single  game  to 
Louisiana  College,  6-4.  They  won 
one  game  over  Louisiana  College, 
3-0.

Charles  A.  Martin  Featured 
In  National  Geographic  Story 


"One  spring  day  Charles  A. 
Martin  was  strolling  through  his 
apple  orchard  in  the  historic  Nat- 
chitoches country  of  Louisiana 
when  he  noticed  a  sappy  twig 
which  had  broken  from  an  apple 
tree,  '  a  story  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  National  Geographic  Magazine 
began. 

Martin,  an  alumnus  of  Northwest- 
ern State  College,  planted  the  twig 
in  damp  ground  and  a  few  years 
later  became  the  originator  of  an 
unusual  and  fine-flavored  apple 
unlike  the  ones  ordinarily  grown 
in  the  Deep  South. 

According  to  the  article,  en- 
titled "Patent  Plants  Enrich  the 
World,"  the  tree  from  which  Mar- 
tin broke  the  twig  bore  "a  rather 
tasteless  green  fruit  no  better  than 
any  other  local  apple."  After  the 
twig  took  root,  Martin  trans|)lant- 
ed  it  and  to  his  surprise,  discov- 
ered that  the  early  fruit  on  the 
young  tree  was  of  excellent  flavor 
and  color,  suitable  for  cooking  and 
eating. 

Martin  applied  for  a  patent  for 
his  new  apple  under  the  plant 
patent  act  and  thus  is  sole  pro- 
prietor of  the  new  tree  and  all  cut- 
tings from  it  for  seventeen  years. 
The  law  allows  him  to  license 
growers  to  propagate  and  sell  cut- 
tings, or  grafted  trees,  and  on 
every  sale  to  collect  a  royalty. 

Martin,  who  received  his  degree 


in  horticulture  from  Northwestern 
State  College  in  1936,  is  at  pres- 
ent vocational  adviser  with  the 
Veterans  Administration  in  Shreve- 
port  and  is  residing  in  that  city. 
His  brother,  Osa  L.  Martin,  is  at 
present  managing  the  Martin  farm 
at  Mora,  32  miles  south  of  Natchi- 
toches. He  is  also  looking  after 
the  four-acre  orchard  which  con- 
tains the  famed  Martin  apple  tree. 

"Whether  Martin  will  make  any 
money  on  his  new  apple  depends 
upon  how  well  he  stands  with  the 
gods  of  business  and  good  for- 
tune," Orville  H.  Kneen.  author  of 
the  National  Geographic  article 
wrote.  "A  new  fruit  variety  must 
be  tested  and  may  require  twenty 
years  to  thoroughly  determine  its 
adaptability  in  various  areas,  its 
resistance  to  disease  and  insect  at- 
tack, its  ability  to  regularly  pro- 
duce plenty  of  good  fruit. 

"But  meantime  Martin's  good 
neighbors  and  even  distant  grow- 
ers may  wish  to  help  do  the  test- 
ing. If  many  cuttings  are  sold, 
even  a  small  royalty  per  tree  may 
bring  a  nice  income  for  years. 
Martin  sells  his  cuttings  for  f2.50 
each,  or  five  for  $10." 

Charles  Martin  served  for  three 
and  one-half  years  as  a  lieutenant, 
junior  grade,  in  the  Navy  during 
World  War  II.  He  is  married  and 
resides  at  2808  Stonewall  Street  in 
Shreveport. 


Gulf  States 
Conference 
Is  Organized 

Louisiana    Intercollegiate 
Conference   Is 
Disbanded 

The  Louisiana  Intercollegiate 
Conference  was  officially  disband- 
ed at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Men's 
Gymnasium  on  the  Campus  Satur- 
day, May  8,  and  a  new  athletic 
group,  to  be  known  as  the  Gulf 
States  Conference,  was  organized 
with  nine  schools  as  charter  mem- 
bers. 

Joe  Aillet,  athletic  director  and 
head  football  coach  of  Louisiana 
Tech,  was  named  president  of  the 
new  organization.  The  Rev.  Joseph 
C.  Mulhearn,  S.J.,  athletic  direc- 
tor of  Spring  Hill  College  of  Mo- 
bile, was  elected  vice-president, 
and  R.  J.  Cambre  of  Southwestern 
Louisiana  Institute  was  named 
secretary-treasurer.  Elected  to  the 
executive  committee  to  serve  with 
the  officers,  who  are  ex-officio 
members  of  the  committee,  were 
Dr.  Rivers  Nesom,  chairman  of 
Athletic  Council  at  Southeastern 
Louisiana  College,  and  Leroy  S. 
Miller,  chairman  of  Athletic 
Council  at  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege. 

The  charter  members  of  the  con- 
ference are  Northwestern  State 
College,  Centenary  College,  Louis- 
iana Tech,  Louisiana  College. 
Southwestern,  Loyola  University, 
Southeastern  Louisiana  College, 
Mississippi  Southern,  and  Sprin"^ 
Hill  College. 

The  new  conference  agreed  to 
conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
National  Collegiate  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation. They  also  approved  and" 
adopted  the  SIAA  regulations  as 
the  basic  rules  of  the  conference, 
the  establishment  of  a  publicity 
bureau  to  handle  news  and  radio 
releases  in  connection  with  the 
conference,  and  approved  the  hir- 
ing of  a  part-time  news  director. 

Various  committees  were  ap- 
pointed to  work  out  the  details  of 
certification  of  eligibility,  sched- 
ules, methods  of  determining 
champions,  and  tournaments  in  the 
respective  sports. 
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Announce  1948 
Summer  School 
Program,  Plans 

Announcement  of  plans  for  the 
Summer  Session  at  Northwestern 
State  College  was  made  recently 
by  Dr.  Leo  Allbritten,  summer 
school  director. 

A  feature  of  the  Summer  School 
will  be  the  introduction  of  the 
Summer  Theatre  Workshop  pro- 
gram. Students  enrolling  in  the 
new  program  will  devote  their  en- 
tire time  to  a  study  of  the  theatre. 
and  will  produce  seven  full-length 
plays.  Concentrated  work  in  all 
branches  of  play  production  will 
be  offered,  utilizing  the  complete 
facilities  of  the  Fine  Arts  Building 
with  its  two  theatres. 

Students  from  Texas,  Minnesota, 
Arkansas,  Tennessee,  California, 
and  Louisiana  have  already  been 
listed  for  the  course. 

The  Department  of  Music  an- 
nounces its  second  postwar  sum- 
mer band  clinic,  which  is  sched- 
uled for  June  13-27.  The  clinic 
will  be  under  the  general  direc- 
tion of  George  C.  Stout,  music 
supervisor  of  Rapides  Parish.  Mr. 
Stout  is  also  serving  as  band  di- 
rector at  the  College  for  the  Sum- 
mer Session. 

Concurrently  with  the  band 
clinic  it  is  planned  to  hold  the  first 
rehearsal  of  the  all-state  orchestra 
which  is  to  be  presented  at  the  an- 
nual teachers  meeting  next  fall. 
The  Orchestra  is  to  be  conducted 
by  John  Shenaut,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music,  who  is  chairman  of 
the  Orchestra  Division  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Music  Educators  Associa- 
tion. 

The  annual  National  Aquatic 
School,  sponsored  by  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross,  will  also  be  a  fea- 
ture of  •  the  Summer  Session. 
Courses  offered  include  First  Aid, 
Life  Savings,  Accident  Prevention, 
and  Recreational  Swimming.  The 
school  is  established  to  provide 
these  courses  for  student  residents 
of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  al- 
though students  from  many  other 
states  enroll  each  year. 

In  addition,  a  "Learn  to  Swim"' 
program  will  be  provided  for 
school-age  boys  and  girls.  The 
Mid-South  Swimming  Champion- 
ships for  high  school  boys  will  be 
conducted  at  the  College  Natator- 
ium  July  24.  Free  housing  will  be 
provided  for  all  entrants. 

Other  programs  throughout  the 
summer  will  utilize  completely  the 
facilities  offered  at  the  College 
Natatorium  and  Chaplin's  Lake.

A  Health  Conference  is 
scheduled  to  begin  June  28  and 
will  continue  for  one  week.  This

Survey  Reveals  Present  Status 
Of  Business  Department  Grads 


A  survey  of  questionnaire  forms 
received  from  graduates  of  the  De- 
partment of  Business  of  the  Col- 
lege reflects  the  change  from  the 
teachers  course  to  tlie  general  four- 
year  course  in  1914,  when  Louis- 
iana State  Normal  became  North- 
western State  College.  Most  of  the 
graduates  prior  to  1944  entered 
the  teaching  field.  Today,  how- 
ever, a  large  percentage  of  the 
students  are  enrolled  in  business 
administration  courses  with  teach- 
er candidates  in  the  minority. 

More  than  100  graduates  of  the 
Department  completed  the  ques- 
tionnaire form  which  sought  in- 
formation on  each  graduate's  pres- 
ent position  and  earlier  jobs,  sal- 
aries, and  educational  background. 
Teaching  top|)ed  the  total  in  the 
"tvpes  of  positions"  section,  and 
running  a  close  second  was  the  im- 
portant position  of  "house-wife," 
which  quite  a  few  women  grad- 
uates have  filled  after  a  fling  at 
the  business  "whirl."  Bookkeepers 
and  stenographers  then  followed 
in  the  list,  which  included  one 
prospective  missionary.  Apparent- 
ly some  bookkeeping  and  account- 
ing is  necessary  to  soul-saving, 
and  counting  sheep  returned  to  the 
fold.  Also  included  were  an  air- 
line hostess,  a  serviceman  for  coin- 
operated  machines,  several  church 
and  social  workers,  and  one  news- 
paperman. 

The  beginning  salaries  listed  in- 


dicate the  transition  that  has  taken 
place  in  income  and  increased  cost 
of  living.  In  the  first  bracket  of 
$100  to  $150  per  month  were  many 
who  entered  the  teaching  field  or 
became  secretaries  in  years  past. 
General  office  workers,  usually, 
began  in  the  second  bracket,  $150 
to  $200.  Government  employees, 
both  State  and  Federal,  and  Cer- 
tified Public  Accountants,  were  en- 
tered in  the  more  select  bracket 
where  the  monthly  envelope  pos- 
sessed more  green,  to  the  tune  of 
$200  to  $300. 

Typing  and  bookkeeping  were 
listed  at  the  top  of  tlie  subjects 
deemed  most  useful.  English  and 
shorthand  ran  a  close  second. 
Least  useful  subjects,  according  to 
the  graduates,  were  history  and 
education.  Some  also  listed  short- 
hand as  least  useful.  The  results  of 
a  composite  of  answers  to  this 
question  indicated  diversified 
thinking  on  the  part  of  the  grad- 
uates. 

This  was  true,  also,  of  the  query 
which  sought  answers  to  the  type 
of  training  the  graduates  felt  they 
needed  most.  Advertising,  strange- 
ly enough,  received  the  top  total  of 
votes  in  this  division.  There  was 
an  equal  distribution  of  opinion 
as  to  the  need  for  history  and 
geography,  office  etiquette,  speech, 
business  machine  training,  foreign 
languages,  and  telephone  and  busi 
ness  correspondence.

Section  5.  The  first  Board  of  Corporation  Directors  shall  consist 
of  J.  M.  Barham,  Y.  L.  Fontenot,  Ben  Johnson,  W.  J.  Avery,  Miss 
Roberta  Newell.  Mrs.  Alice  Martin  Wallace,  Mrs.  Frank  Jones,  with 
J.  M.  Barham  as  President,  Ben  Johnson  as  Vice-President,  and  Miss 
Roberta  Newell  as  Secretary-Treasurer.  Mrs.  Alice  Martin  Wallace 
shall  serve  for  the  period  of  one  year,  Mrs.  Frank  Jones  shall  serve  for 
the  period  of  two  years,  Y.  L.  Fontenot  shall  serve  for  the  period  of 
three  vears,  and  W.  J.  Avery  shall  serve  for  the  period  of  four  years 
from  date. 

Article  VI.  Meetings.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  corporation 
shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  or  upon  written  request  signed 
by  any  four  members  of  said  board,  or  upon  the  call  of  its  President, 
in  the  City  of  Natchitoches,  or  when  necessary  at  some  other  place. 

The  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation  shall  be  held  in  Natchi- 
toches at  the  time  of  the  annual  Alumni  Spring  Homecoming  or,  in 
case  of  an  emergency  when  a  spring  homecoming  cannot  be  held,  at  a 
meeting  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  VII.  Whenever  this  corporation  may  be  dissolved  either 
by  limitation  or  from  any  other  cause  whatever,  its  affairs  shall  be 
liquidated  by  two  commissioners  elected  at  a  general  meeting  of  the 
members  of  said  corporation  after  thirty  days  notice  shall  have  been 
mailed  to  the  last  address  of  each  member.  In  the  event  of  the  death 
of  either  of  said  commissioners  or  his  inability  to  serve,  the  surviving 
commissioner  shall  act  alone. 

Article  VIII.  This  charter  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  general 
membership  after  thirty  days  notice  of  said  proposed  amendment  shall 
have  been  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  association  at  his  last  known 
address,  or  shall  have  been  published  in  full  in  the  Alumni  Columns, 
in  an  issue  that  shall  appear  thirty  days  or  more  before  the  date  of  the 
meeting  at  which  such  amendment  shall  be  voted  upon. 

Article  IX.  No  member  shall  ever  be  held  liable  or  responsible 
for  contracts  or  faults  or  obligations  of  such  corporation  in  any  further 
sum  than  the  unpaid  balance  of  membership  fees  due  by  said  member 
to  the  corporation.  Nor  shall  any  mere  informality  in  organization 
have  the  effect  of  rendering  this  charter  null  or  of  exposing  any  mem- 
ber to  any  liability  beyond  the  amount  due  by  said  member  as 
aforesaid.
